Mr. Hoover has spent two days 
developing th e \iew s of congres­ 
sional leaders as to an extra ses­ 
sion of congress for 
farm relief 
and other subjects and it was a s - . 
i sumed that these m atters formed j 
the chief basis of his conversation 
with the chief executive. 
Before going to the White House 
the next president had a long con­ 
ference with Senator B rookhart of 
Iowa, a Republican independent, 
who was on© of his

paigners in the corn belt and who 
favors the calling of an extra ses- 
! sion early in the spring.

a $2‘.'5,000.000 state bond issue for 
roads.

not favoring the majority plan. 
The Governor enum erated three 
plans o f highway financing— the 
present "pay as you go 
plan.” 
a 
state bond Issue to be retired 
by 
gasoline tax and licenses fees, and 
a combination of the two. 
Not C om m itted 
"1 am not so far commltteed to 
any of these plans th a t I cannot 
support another,” he 
said. 
‘‘The 
objective Is a system of perm anent 
highways built at a minimum cost 
and completed at the earliest prac­ 
tical date. 
"While I believe 
th at 
one m eans is better th an the other 
of reaching this end, I am ready to 
compose my views with those 
en­ 
tertained by others, and take the 
best th at can be obtained t-o pro­ 
mote the building of highways. 
Urging th at th e governor be al­ 
low* d to appoint state departm ent 
heads, the governor said “I 
be­ 
lieve the governor should be made 
an officer of greater respor f lity. 
that he should be given the power 
to fix policies, and th a t he should 
have the power to appoint
